Rismauck, D. T, July 7. 1-<7i;.— 
George Heremlon, a scotitsent byGener 
al Terry with General Custer's Coin Din, 
relates the following as his experience in 
the recent battle. He was rent by Gen- 
eral Terry from the mouth of the Rose- 
hud, with General Custer's command, to 
carry dispatches from Custer to Tarry: 

STORY OF THE SCOIT.

o'clock, when we struck a large lo'ii'e- 
pole trail, alstut ten days old, and fob 
lowed it along the Rosebud until toward 
evening, when we went into camp on 
the trail. On the morning of the 2 1th, 
we pulled out at five o'clock and fi.l- 
lowed the trail five or six miles, when 
we met six Crow Indians scouts, who 
had been sent out the night previou- by 
Oeneral Custer to look for the Indian 
village. They said they had found 
fresh pony tracks and that ten milts 
ahead the trail was fresher. General 
Custer had the officers' call blown and 
they assembled around him, but I did 
not hear what he said to them. The

o'elock, and while the ofherrs were eat- 
ing the lunch, the scouts came back and 
reported that they had found where 
the village hiid been quite recently. 
They moved aptin with Rankers well out 
to watch the trail and set? that it did not 
divide. Alsiut lour o'clock we came to 
the place where the village had been ap- 
parently only a few days before, and 
went into camp two miles below the 
forks of the Rosebud. The scouts again 
pushed out to look for the village, snd, 
at eleven o'clock at night, Custer had 
everything packed up and followed the 
s-outs up the right hand fork of the 
Rosebud. 

.. THE VILLAGE DISCOVLREP. 
About daylight we went into camp, 
made codec, and soon after it was light 
the scout* brought Custer word that 
they had seen the \illage from the top of 
a divide that separates the Rosebud from 
Little Horn river. We moved up the 
creek until ouite near its bead, and con- 
cealed ourselves in a ravine. It was 
about three miles from the head of 
the creek where we then were to 
the top os the divide where the Indian 
scouts said the village could be seen, and 
after hiding his command, General Cus- 
ter, with a few orderlies, galloped for- 
ward to look at the Indian camp. In 
about an hour Custer returned and said 
he could not the Indian village, but 
the scouts and a half-breed guide, "Kvidl 
Bayer," said they could distinctly see it 
Rome fifteen miles off. While (Jeneral 
Custer wasdooking for the Indian vil- 
lage, the scouts came in and reported 
that he had been discovered, and that 
news was then on its way to the village 
that he was coming. Another scout said 
two Bioux war parties had stolen up and 
seen the command ; and. on looking in a 
ravine near by, r-ure enough fresh j>ony 
tracks were found. Custer had "officers' 
call " blown, gave his orders and the 
command was put in fighting order, 
The scouts were ordered forward ami the 
regiment moved at a walk. After going 
about three miles the scouts reported 
Indians ahead, and the command then 
took the trail. Our way lay down a 
little creek, a branch of the Little Horn, 
and after going some six miles we 
discovered an Indian lodge ahead, and 
Custer bore down on it at a stiff trot. In 
coming to it we found ourselves in a 
freshly abandoned Indian camp, all the 
lodges of which were gone except the 
one we saw, and on entering it we found 
it contained a dead Indian. From this 
point we could see into Little Horn 
valley.and observed heavy clouds of dust 
rising about five miles distant. Many 
thought the Indians were moving away, 
and I think General Custer believed ?o, 
for he sent word to Colonel Reno, who 
was ahead with three companies of the 
seventh regiment, to push on the scout* 
rapidly and head for the dust. Reno 
took a steady gallop down the creek 
bottom three miles to where it emptied 
into the Little Horn, and found a natural 
ford across Little Horn river. He started 
to cross, when the scouts came back and 
called out to him to hold on, that the 
Sioux were coming in large numbers to 
meet him. He crossed over, however, 
formed his companies on the prairie in 
line of battle, and moved forward at a 
trot, but soon took a gallop. The valley 
is about three-fourths of a mile wide. 
On the left a line of low, round hills, and 
on the right the river bottom, covered 
with a growth of Cottonwood trees and 



from the hills, and a few from the river 
bottom, and Reno's skirmishers returned 
the shots, be advanced about a mile from 
the ford to a line of timber on the right 
ami dismounted his men to fight on foot. 
The horses were sent into the timlier, and 
the men fo rm ed on the prairies and ad- 
vanced toward the Indians. The In- 
Sfens, mounted on ponies, came across 
the prairies and opened a heavy fire on 
the soldiers. After skirmishing a few 
minutes, Reno fell back to bis horses in 
the timlier. The Indians moved to his 
lift and rear evidently with the intention 
ol cutting him off from the ford. Reno 
ordered his men to mount and move 
through the timl>er. Just as the men 
got into the saddle the ShMUC, who had 
advanced in the timber, fired at close 
raripo and killed one soldier. Colonel 
Reoo then commanded the men to dis- 
mount, and they did SO, but he s;x>n or- 
h red them to mount again, pud moved 
nit on to the open prairie. The com 

I headed for the ford, irt-MM^ ^cJir- \y .ijJiC, 
fri lafge numbers, and at

the 6>rd. The Sioux, mounted on their 
swift ponies, dashed up by the side of the 
soldiers and lired at them, killing both 
me " "nd horses.

to tlie ford. I did not see the men at the 
-fonl.and do not know what t»s>k place 
further than a good many were killed 
when the command left the timlier. .lust 
as J got out my horse stumbled and fell 
and I mas dismounted, the horse ruiuripg 
away »ft». r Reno s command. I saw sev- 
eral ssjdiers who were dismounted, their 
bones having been killed or having run 
away. There were also some soldiers 
mounted who had remained behind. I 
should think iu all there were as many 
as thirteen soldiers, and, seeing no 
chance to get away, I called or. them to 
come into the timlier and we could stand 
off the Indiana Three of the soldiers 
were •njonth d, and two of them so badly 
that they could not use their arms. The 
soMbn wanted to go out, but I said no. 
we can't get to the ford, and, besides, we 
have won ml,, i men and niu*t stand by 
t'lem. The soldiers >till warded to go, 
but I told them I was an old frontiers- 
man, understood Indians, and. if thev 
would do as I said, I would get them out 
of the scni[>e, which was no worse than 
rapes I had been in before. About half 
of the men were mounted, and they 
wanted to keep their horses with them, 
but I told them to let the horses go and 
fight on foot. We staid in the bush about 
three hours, and I could hear heavy firing 
below in the river, apparently aliout two 
miles distant. I do not know who it was 
Hit knew the Indians were fighting some 
of our men, and learned afterwards it wa* 
Custer* command. Nearly all the In- 
dians in the rpper end of the valley 
drew effjdown the river, and the fight 
with C|is}< r lasted about. ojue hoiir whrn 



of water, and a good many soldiers vol- 
unteered to go to the river to get some 
or perish in the attempt. We were 
fighting on the bluffs, about seven hun- 
dred yatds from the river, and a ravine 
led down from the battlefield close to 
the river's edge. The men had to run 
over an oj>en space of alsuit tine hundred 
yards to get into the head of the ravine, 
ami this open space was commanded by 
the Indians on the bluffs. The soldiers, 
about fifty strong, dashed over the open 
plateau and entered the ravine. They 
rushed down it to the mouth and found 
it closely guarded hy a party of 
Indians posted in the timber across 
the river. The water could be ap- 
proached to within about thirty 
feet under cover ; b»it then one had to 
step out tm the river bank and take the 
Indians' fire. The boys ran the gantlet 
bravely. Some would dash down to the 
river with camp kettles, fill them and 
then tske shelter in th

When 
we had got nearly to the river we met 
five Indians on ponies, and they fired on 
us. I returned the fire and the Indians 
broke, and we then forded the river, the 
water l>cing breast deep. We finally got 
over, wounded men ami all. and headed 
for Reno's command, which I could see 
drawn upon the bluffs along the river 
alsiut a mile off. We reached Reno in 
safety. We had not been with Reno

I saw Lieut. Hodgson also, 
was shot and he was wounded. His horse 
tell into the river near the opjxisitc bank 
of the ford, and to help himself tip the 
steep bank Hodg-on caught hold of a 
bone's tail and had got up the bank, 
when an Indian shar;i shooter picked him 
off.

It was now 
about five o'clock, and the fight lasted 
until it was too dark to see to shoot. As 
soon as it was dark Reno took the packs 
and saddks off the mules and horses and 
maor breastworks of them. He also 
dragged the dead horses ami mules on 
the line and sheltered the men behind 
them. Some of the men dug rifle pits 
with their butcher knives, and all slept 
on their arms. At the |>eep of day the 
Indians opened a heavy fire, and

ensued, listing until ten o'clock. The 
Indians charged our position three or 
four times, coming up close enough to 
hit our «aen with stones, which they 
threw by hand. ('apt. Renteen saw a 
large mass of Indians gathering mi his 
front to charge, ami ordered his men to 
charge on foot ami scatter them. Ren- 
teen led the charge and was u|s»n the 
Indians Isfore they kenw what they 
were alxmt, and killed a great many, 
they sere evidently much surprised 
at this offensive movement, and I 
think in desperate fighting Renteen is 
one of the bravest men I ever saw in a 
fight. All the time he was going about 
through the bullets, encouraging the 
soldiers to stand up to their work and 
not let Indians whip them. 

He went among the horses and pack 
mules and drove out the men who were 
skulking there, compelling them to go 
into the line and do their duty. He 
never sheltered his own person once 
during the battle, and I do not see how 
he escaped being killed. The desperate 
charging and fighting was at about one 
o'clock, but firing was kept up on both 
sides until late in the afternoon. 

(DTFEBUra OF THE ME ST. 

I forgot to state that about ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, and soon after Renteen 
made his charge, the men began to 
clamor for water. Many of them had 
not tasted water for thirty-six hours, 
and the fighting and hot sun parched 
their throats. Some had their tongues 
swollen, and others could hardly speak. 
The men tried to eat crackers and hard- 
tack, but could not raise enough saliva 
to moisten them. Several tried grass, 
but it stuck to their lips, and not one 
could spit or speak plainly. The 



ing like mad. The squaws had stone 
mallets ami mashed in the skulls of the 
dead and wounded. Many were gashed 
with knives and some had their noses 
a id other members cut off. The heads 
of four white soldiers were found in the 
Sioux camp.that had been severed Irom the 
trunks, but the liodie< could not be found 
on the battle field or in the village. Our 
men did not kill any squaws, but the 
Rees Indian scouts did. The bodies of 
six squaws were found in the little 
ravine. 

B UM M M OF THE INfUANs. 

I think the Indian village must have 
contained six thousand people, and fully 
t'irce thousand of whom were warriors. 
The Indians fought Rent* first, and then 
went to fight Custer, a ter which they 
t ame back to finish Reno. The same In- 
dians were in all the attacks. I think 
the Indians were commanded by Sitting 
Hull in person. There were Tight or nine 
other chiefs in ihe field. 

SCENE OF THE SLAUGHTO. 

The correspondent of the St. Taul Rio- 
neer Press, who was with the rescuing 
column of Col. (ribbon, consisting of five 
companies of riflemen, four of cavalry, 
and the Cattling battery, in all abont 
eight hundred men, thus describes how 
he found things when tbe command 
reached the battle-field lietween Custer 
antl Reno and the Sioux Indians: 

The morning of the 26th brought in- 
telligence, communicated by three badly 
frightened Crow scouts, sf the battle of 
the previous day and its results. The 
story was not credited, because it was 
not ex|«ected that an attack would lie 
made earlier than the 27th, and chiefly 
because no one could believe that a force 
such as Custer commanded could have 
met with disaster. Still, the report was 
in no way disregarded. All day long 
the toilsome march was plied, and every 
eye bent upon a cloud of smoke resting 
ever the southern horizon, which was 
hailed as a dgn that Custer was success- 
ful and had tired the village. It was 
only when night was falling that the 
weary troops lay down upon their arms. 
The infantry had marched twenty-nine 
miles. The march of the next morning 
revealed at every step some evidence of 
the conflict which had taken place two 
days before. At an early hour the head 
of the column entered a plain half a mile 
wide, lionlering the left bank of the Little 
Rig Hern, where recently had been an 
immense Indian village, extending three 
miles along the stream, and where were 
still standing funeral lodges, with horses

A great old man. whom the world 
knmvs as Synla Anna, died in the city 
of Mexico on the 2Sth nit. f Hc was 
in -rn at Jala pa, in I7f>s, ami first became 
prominent in the war for independence 
in 1*22, when he expelled the royalists 
from Vera Cruz, anil was appointed to 
tbe command of that city. The same 
vear he was deposed by the self-pro- 
claimed Emperor kurhide, but young 
Smta Anna rai-el the banner of the 
republic in Vera Cruz, and a year later 
c um pas sed Itnrimle'a downfall. From 

that time until old ape compelled him 
to retire from active pursuits, he was 
the tine conspicuous figure of Mexican 
history.

I vi ll OKRMAH TOUrRtHl BOAT. 

The strength of the German navy has 
been increased by the launch at Stettin, 
of another torpedo vessel called the 
Uhlan. This is the second vessel of the 
kind which Germany possesses, the 
Zeitden having already been constructed 
in England ; but the latter vessel is of a 
different type from the Uhlan, the tor- 
pedo being discharged by mechanical 
force from the mouth of a cannon pro- 
jecting from its bows. The Uhlan carries 
immediately under it* bows a torpedo 
which will explode within the vessel at 
which it is directed, and the force of tbe 
charge of dynamite which will be ex- 
ploded by the collision is calculated to 
be sufficient to blow the other vessel to 
pieces, though the torpedo itself is no 
bigger than a football. The most re- 
markable point in connection with the 
ship is the enormous power of its en- 
gines as compared to the vessel itself- 
They are one thousand horse power 
when at high pressure, and take up so 
much room that there is little space left 
for the coal-bunkers and lierths of the 
officers and seamen. This unusual 
proportion of steam power has been 
given in order that the vessel may be 
able to travel through the water very 
rapidly.

Bertiioud says, "Tobectnie a good watch- 
maker, it is hecevsary to be an arithmetician, 
geometrician, a mechanician and an artist, 
to know how fluids resist bodies in motion, 
the effect of heat and cold on metals, and a 
happy genius to apply all." It is said there 
are one hundred and two distinct branches 
of this art, to each of which a boy may be 
put apprentice. The watch-finisher being 
the only one who can work out of his de- 
partment. 

Watch-making was introduced into Swit- 
zerland in 171511 by Daniel ./no. Richard La 
Lange. It is to this liberal Swiss that woman 
is indebted for a recognition of her valuable 
services m this mechanical art. One factory, 
American, represented at the exhibition 
employ seven hundred women, whose earn- 
ings are $10 per week. The exhibition of 
Swiss watches is handsome, and with other 
novelties in deiicalcw 

sustain their reputation for skill ami cuter- 
prise. St. (fallen sends mechanical em- 
broideries; Hamburg, edging : Zurich, silks; 
Geneva, jewelry ; Netichatel, woolen goods; 
Lucerne, braids; Berne, condensed milk; 
SchalThauscii, nails; Basle, naphthaline, 
fluorescme, i osine, phathaline, selraine, gal- 
lutii, steam blue ; Drreuilingen, pottery and 
porcelain, watch-glasses; Zurich, furniture, 
cotton threads, eask thread-, bed-covers, 
table-cloths and middling purifiers.

The me- 
tallic compound (lows out at the bottom 
through an inverted siphon, irom the w d- 
ened mouth of which it is dipped and put in 
a filter. Through the latter nearly all the 
quicksilver escapes and is collected, and the 
amalgam of gold, silver and mercury is left 
behind ready for the mint. All the machin- 
ery is operated by steam. The qii iri - came 
from the Consolidate.! Virginia mine in Ne- 
vada. Much ot the silver obtained from it 
is converted into Nevada centennial medals 
in the Mint.

Germany is making a wonderful progress 
in cloths, the Blolt and Simoni ranking with 
the best French in finish and texture, in fact, 
a large proportion are sold as French manu- 
facture.

The 
spreading and crossing of merino sheep was 
introduced into Saxony in 1,60; in 1873, 
Germany produced «l»o,ono t wt. of wool. 
Germany employs l.JOO.noO spindles for cord- 

ed yarns. Saxcny -i - at the head of the 

list ; n this industry. A beautiful article on 
exhibition is Italian cloth, and coatings man- 
ufactured at Elherfield, also, Zanella, an ar- 
ticle made of doable cotton warp and fine 
combed wool ; this latter article is an impor- 
tant article of labor; five thousand power 
looms are occupied at Elberfield ; Chemnitz 
sends upholstery goods; Berlin sends shawls;
